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Sphinx and Pyramid. These relics of antiquity are 
found near Cairo. The age of the Pyramid is known to 
be about 5,600 years, but the origin of the Sphinx is still 
veiled in mystery. The latter is hewn from solid rock : 
in length it measures about 200 feet, and in height about 
70 feet. It is supposed to represent Harmachis, the 
ancient Egyptian god of the morning.
